G.S.R. No. 425(E).—In exercise of the decision 
recorded in paragraph 5 of the Resolution of the 
Government of India in the Ministry of Environment 
and Forests, published vide GSR 85(E) dated 
21-2-1991 in the Gazette of India Extraordinary 
Part II, Section 3, Sub-section (i), the Central Gov¬ 
ernment hereby notifies the following criteria for 
labelling PACKAGING MATERIAL! PACKAGE 
AS ENVIRONMENT FRIENDLY PRODUCT, 
PART-II : LAMINATES AND ITS PRODUCTS : 

Criteria for labelling Packaging Material [Package as 
Environment Friendly Product; Part-H ; Lami¬ 
nates and its Products 

The criteria required for labelling laminates and 
products thereof as Environment Friendly Product 
are given as under . 

L GENERAL REQUIREMENTS : 

Following requirements will be applicable depend¬ 
ing upon their relevance to the specific product (to 
be decided by BIS). 

Lb Laminates and products thereof consisting of 
two cr more substrates mentioned below used for 
manufacture of packaging material|package shall meet 
the relevant Indian Standards of Bureau of Indian 
Standards (BIS) 

(a) Aluminium 

(b) Jute 

(c) Paper 

(d) Plastic 

Note : BIS shall formulate| incorporate optional 
standards for environmental friendly charac¬ 
teristics. 

1.2 The manufacturer of packaging material[pack- 
age must produce the consent (clearance as per the 
previsions of Water (PCP) Act 1974, Water (POP) 
Cess Act 1977 and Air (PCP) Act, 1981 alongwith 
the authorisation, if required under Environment 
(Protection) Act, 1986 and the rules made there¬ 
under to BIS while applying for ECOMARK. Addi¬ 
tionally the manufacturer shall also comply with the 
provisions under Prevention <Sf Food Adulteration Act, 
1954 and rules made thereunder, wherever necessary. 


1.4 The packaging material)package shall be sold 
alongwith instruction for proper storage, use and 
mode of safe disposal so as to ma ximis e product per¬ 
formance and minimise wastage. 

1.5 It shall also be suitably mentioned that Eco 
label is applicable only to the packaging material) 
package, if content is not separately covered under 
Ecomark, wherever is applicable. 

Note : It may be stated that the Ecomark is 
applicable to the product i>r packaging 
materialjpackage or both. 

1.6 The product shall not be manufactured from or 
contain any carcinogenic substances. 

Note : A special sub committee has been formed 
by the Technical Committee on Scheme of 
Labelling Environment Friendly Products 
(SLEFP) to prepare an operational list of 
carcinogenic substances for the purpose of 
Ecomark scheme and the same will be ap¬ 
plicable. 

1.7 Packaging material|package as well as ink used 
for printing on it shall not contain heavy metals (as 
Pb) more than 10 ppm when tested as per method 
given in Food Chemical Codex : 1981, III Edition, 
Method No. II on page No. 512-513 and the 
Arsenic content shall not exceed 1.5 ppm. 

1.8 The compatibility of the product, process and 
package including its substrates and adhesives must 
be ensured by the manufacturer of the end product 
so that the product quality is maintained within the 
specified limits till the end of its declared shelf life 
wherever applicable. The manufacturer shall provide 
documentary evidence to this effect to BIS. 

Explanation 

It is clarified that the shelflife declaration shall 
be necessary wherever the quality of the 
content is likely to be affected by the pac¬ 
kaging material|package. 

2. PRODUCT SPECIFIC REQUIREMENTS : 

2.1 Laminates and products thereof shall be re¬ 
cyclable or reusable for non-food purposes which shall 
be demonstrated to BIS with supporting document! 
certificate. . 

Note : The products made from recycled|reused 
laminates and products thereof shall not be 
used for packaging at! food, pharmaceutical, 
cosmetics and drinking water. 

2.2 The laminates and products thereof used for 
packaging of food, pharmaceuticals, cosmetics and 
drinking water shall be manufactured from the raw 
material as specified in the relevant Indian Standard 
for this purpose. 
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2.3 The laminates and products thereof shall not 
cbftlrfin.any residual volatile organic compounds when 
tested by chromotagraphy method. 

2.4 There shall not be any obnoxious odour in 
laminates .and products thereof.
